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FIRE HITS WELLESLEY HARD 


Can Collect Insurance ister Only One- 
Fourth of $900,000 Loss. 


BOSTON, March 19.—The tmmediate 
future of Wellesley College is in doubt 
as a result of the financial loss svus- 
tained in the fire that destroyed College 
Hall, the largest building of the insti- 
tution, on Tuesday. The true situation, 
it was said, was not realized until the 
Executive Committee met and discov- 
ered that the estimated loss of $900,000 
was based upon the assessors’ valua- 
tion of greatly depreciated property, 
and that the insurance obtainable rep- 
resented only about one-fourth of the 
probable cost of restoration.

VOTE FOR WOMEN WATCHERS 


Only Three Senators Against Spe- 
clal Safeguards at Suffrage Election.

ALBANY, March 19.—By a vote of 
88 to 3, the Senate to-day passed Sen- 
ator Foley's bill for the appointment of 
women watchers at the polls when the 
proposed constitutional amendment pro- 
| viding for woman suffrage is submit- 
ted to the voters. The bill provides that 
there shall one woman watcher for 
the suffragists and one for the anti- 
suffragists in each polling place. 

“The conduct of the suffragettes in 
England, their vulgarity, the commis- 
sion of crime, and thelr lack of wo- 
|manliness have changed my mind in 
| relation to further concessions to wo- 
men,” said Senator Griffin of the 
Bronx. ‘‘ We have had Mrs. Pankhurst 
here and she has advocated the adop- 
tion of the militants’ tactics. My ob- 
jection to this bill is the fmplication 
that there is antagonism between the 
sexes. We have men watchers who are 
trusted. This is special legislation of | 
a vicious character. I believe the wo- 
men will get a fair count on Election 
Day.’

WASHINGTON, March 19. — When 
Senator Jones of Washington, who ves- 
terday the Administration of 
trading the tolls exemption clause of the 
Panama Canal act for~-Brftish ac- 
quiescence in American policies in Mex- 
ico, called at the White Hous+ this morn- 
ing on routine business, President Wil- 
son told him that there had been nothing 
in his talk with Sir Lionel Carden, Brit- 
ish Minister to Mexico, to justify Mr. 
Jones's deductions. 

Mr. Jones soon afterward told 
Senate of the President's statement. 

The President is quoted locally as tell- 
ing the Senator that he was skating on 
thin ice. It is also said that the Presi- 
dent told him that in referring on the 
floor of the Senate to the Executive’s 
attitude he ought to have ascertained 
it at first hand and not from the public 
press. As a matter of fact, Mr. Jones 
quoted in part from a newspaper. The 
President’s denial, as described by Mr. 
Jones, merely covered the talk with Sir 
Lionel. Mr. Jones said nothing to in- 
dicate that the President had said he 
expected British sympathy in Mexico in 
return for_the repeal of the tolls pro- 
vision.

Jones’s statement to the Senate 
came in connection with his resolution 
asking the [President for a list of the 
countries that had protested against the 
exemption clause of the Panama Canal 
act, and for all correspondence on the 
subject.

LONDON, Friday, March 20.—As a 
result of the English anti-gambling 
laws forbidding public sweepstakes, 
many English bookmaking firms es- 
tablished offices in Switzerland, from 
which country during the last few 
years they have conducted through 
the Post Office an extensive business 
with their English clients, running 
into many millions of dollars yearly. 
The anti-gamblers have made many 
efforts to put an end to the methods 
by which these bookmakers circum- 
vent the English laws, and the Post 
Office on several occasions has at- 
tempted with little success to prevent 
them from using the mails. 

It séems at last that the Swiss au- 
thorities have been tnduced to act in 
the matter. A Geneva dispatch says 
the Department of Justice and the 
police have prohibited English sweep- 
stakes drawings. Yesterday fifteen 
promoters of such sweepstakes hastily 
summoned a meeting to protest 
against this decision, and later peti- | 
tioned the President and State Council 
to remove the embargo.

Mrs. Spencer Accused of Saying 
She Might Try “ Unwritten 
Law” Against Cohalan. 


SENT TO BELLEVUE HOSPITAi. 


Jurist Decided Against Her in Her 
Sult for Separation—She Tells 
. Life Story in Court. 


Ciara B. Spencer, who asserts that she 
is the common law wife of George Spen- 
cer, an ex-convict, and now Inspector 
of Police for the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
Was arrested yesterday morning at her 
home in the Bronx on the charge of 
threatening Supreme Court Justice Dan- 
fel F. Cohalan. She was sent to Belle- 
vue Hospital by Magistrate Appleton in 
the Tombs Court for observation by Dr. 
Thornton as to her sanity. 

wire. Spencer's arrest followed an in- 
cident in the corridors of the County 
Court House on last Friday, when she 
went there to inquire as to the disposi- 
tion of certain proceedings in her suit 
for separation from Spencer. Samuel 
Scheuer, an attendant in Part as- 
serted that Mrs. Spnecer told him then 
that she must have certain papers from 
Justice Cohalan. 

‘Tf I can not get them. legally I will 
have to try the ‘ unwritten law,’’’ she 
is alleged to have said. 

In the Tombs Court yesterday Mrs. 
Spencer denied that she had intended 
any threat to Justice Cohalan. She 
said that the allusion to the “ unwritten 
law’ was not in reference to Justice 
Cohalan. Scheuer admitted that there 
was some uncertainty as to whether the 
woman actually threatened the Justice. 

That Mrs. Spencer nourished some ill- 
feeling toward Justice Cohalan was 
brought out, however, by Magisirate 
Appleton. He saw at once tlat the wo- 
man was apparently under great excite- 
ment, and by a few preliminary ques- 
tions got her to tell her whole story.

PLANS FOR RIVER TUNNELS. 


Each to Consist of Two Tubes—Ac- 
quiring Land for Work. 


Each of the two tunnels under the 
East River to be built from the lower 
part of Manhattan in connection with 
the new subways, it was stated yes- 
terday at the Public Service Commis- 
sion, will consist of two circular cast 
iron tubes, each of which will contain 
one track. They will be built at the 
proper level under the bed of the river 
by the shield method with compressed 
air. The same material and method of 
construction were adopted in the con- 
struction of the present Subway tube 
from the Battery to Brooklyn. 

The ventilating shafts for each tun- 

nel will be sunk near the river front, 
and while the construction is in progress 
will be also used as working shafts. 
The commission has already made ar- 
rangements for the acquisition of prop- 
erty needed for the shafts and power 
lants, and by doing this in advance 
as saved a good deal of time and 
money. In Brooklyn it has leased from 
the New York Dock Company prop- 
erty at Furman Street and Fulton 
Street, where thé contractors for the 
tunnel will erect a compressed air plant 
to be used in both tunnels. On the Man- 
hattan side of the river the small park 
in Coenties Slip will be used for a like 
purpose. 

As the Stelnway Tunnel cost about 
$8,000,000 to build, it is expected that 
the construction of these two new tun- 
nels will require the expenditure of 
from $12,000,000 to $16,000,008, They will 
take about three and a half vears to 
complete, and a penalty of $1,000 a day 
will be attached to each contract for 
delay beyond the time limit set. The 
placing of the dual subway system con- 
tracts in operation, however, will not 
depend upon the completion of these 
tunnels, as they are not essential to the 
beginning of operation on the new sub- 
way systems. The bids will be invited 
on each tunnel separately or on both 
together, so that one contractor, if he 
bids low enough niay receive the award 
for both tubes.

ALBANY, March’ 19,—The Senate in 
committee .of the whole -te-night ad- 
vanced to the order of final passage the 
bill of Senator Pollock to regulate. pri- 
vate bankig,- and ‘the ‘indications are 
that it will be passed by both houses.

Mrs. Kate McKim Frizzell of 97 Clin- 
ton Avenue, Brooklyn, applied yester- 
day to Surrogate Noble of Queens *Coun- 
ty for an order removing Mrs. McKim, 
widow of Joseph» McKim, an eccentric 
builder of Far Rockaway, as. admin- 
istratrix of his $150,000 estate. Mrs. 
Frizzell’s petition is in behalf of her- 
self and sixteen other nephews and 
nieces, who were the principal benefi- 
ciaries of two wills made by McKim in 
1896 and 1900. He ordered these wills 
destroyed May 12, 1908, while. he was 
an inmate of the Rivercrest Sanitarium, 
where he died in custory on July 9, 
1912. 

The Frizzell petition foreshadows a 
contest over the estate.. In both his 
wills McKim: cut off his daughters, 
Annie and Farinte. with $25 each. The 
first will also- cut-off his wife with $25, 
but the second gave her the life use of 
one-third of his realty. Their lawyers 
said yesterday that though the two wills 
had been preserved. by Lewis L. Fosdick, | 
the lawyer who drew them, after Annie | 
McKim had torn them in half, by order 
of her father, their tearing amounted to 
an act of valid destruction.

Dr. Spinden Tells of Adventures 
Encountered in His Travels 
in British Honduras. 


HE SAILS TO®EL CAYO 


Trip Will Include a Journey of Two 
Months Into Yucatan for the 
American Museum. 


Dr. Herbert J. Spinden, who is con- 
ducting an expedition for the American 
Museum of Natural History, tells in a 
letter to a friend in this city the experi- 
enceg he has encountered since starting 
out from Belize, British Honduras, 
where he established his headquarters 
before invading the rivers, *lakes. ard 
jungles of Central America.
